Fruits are the only things good to «afe 


that have grown cheaper during the last 
twelve months, but they are still higher 
than in 1910. Leather products cost 12 
pe.r cent and chemicals and drug? 13 per 


cent more than a year ago. 
Textile 


goods, however,. are;a-trifle cheaper. 


The average increase in food products 


is nearly 20 per'cent, which means that 
the housewife must pay 36 to fill a mar- 
ket basket that only cost her 85 to fil 
in June. 1911; in other words, SI wil 
only buy five-sixths as much as it die 
a year ago. 


The biggest advances have been in 


meat products—beef, 26 per cent; hoj 
products. 40 per cent, and mutton, ove:

Killing. 


MORE ABE 
ANXIOUS! 


Birmingham, Ala., June 3.—For ten 


years it has been impossible to convict 
anybody in this (Jefferson) county of 
first degree murder. Now two men face 
the gallows for murdering a negro; a 
third escaped with life imprisonment. 


The new era has been due to the ac- 


tivity of the Law Enforcement league, 
composed of 200 business men whose 
sense of justice has been outraged by 
leniency toward murderers. 


Arthur Jones and William Watson arc 


the two sentenced to death. 
Arthur's 


brother. Walter, was sentenced to life 
imprisonment. Their victim was John 
Holland, a negro miner. 


Watson was a friend of the Jones 


brothers, and as a witness had secured 
their'escape from the penitentiary in 
connection with another killing. 
So, 


•when Holland got out a warrant charg- 
ing Watson with stealing some of his 
fancy gamecocks, 
Watson 
demanded 


that the Jones brothers "fix" Holland 
to drop the ease. They "fixed" him by 
enticing him into the woods and shoot- 
ing him to death and concealing the 
body. That was a year ago, and it was 
not until recontly that the crime was 
discovered. 
' 


A short timo ago the Law Enforce- 


ment league caused the arrest of a 
rough and tumble character, one Teck 
Duncan, merely as a blind. 
He was 


charged with having part in a murder, 
and was put in jail. 
Soon^ as the 


league's promise of protection from the 
gang and a good job after the mem- 
bers were put out of business, Duncan 
told where Holland's body could 
be 


found, and gave other information which 
resulted in drawing the net so tightly 
about the Jonca brothers * that they 
wilted and confessed, not only the Hol- 
land murder, but seven others. 
Host 


of their victims were shot from ambush, 
gome for grievances, others to close 
their mouths, one for robbery and one 
''just for fun." 


The people in Jefferson county were 


amazed and enraged,' and vengeance was 
demanded. But for these developments 
the slayers of Holland might have es- 
caped. Killing negroes was common' in 
Alabama and nobody expected a white 
man to bo punished for it. Murder in 
Jefferson county has been an average, 
weekly incident for twenty years. The 
machinery for the administration of jus- 
tice was more or less clogged with pbli- 


• tics. The only white murderer executed 


in the past decade was a foreign safe- 
blower, with no .local connections or in- 
fluence, who shot to death two police- 
men trying to arrest him. 


A gang-' of halt a do,zen bullies, pur- 


luing . as many suspicious methods of 
'iving, established a reign of terror in 
\ remote mining region ten miles from 
Jirminghara, and-through coached • wit.- 
icssesrtxnd otherwise, have~escaped pun- 
Ehm'ent several years. The mysterious 
lisappearance of two or three men who.j 
flared to talk, put fear in the hearts of 
all "others. The region became known 
as "Bloody Beat 22." .

be submitted in the form of affidavits. 


No verbal testimony will be taken. No 


witnesses will be summoned or heard. 


Ex-Senator Charles Dick, of Ohio, will 


have charge., of the presentation of the 
case for Mr. Taft. 


'Ormsby McHarg will act in the same 


capacity for Colonel Roosevelt. 


Each attorney may be assisted by such 


•attorneys for the individual districts and 
states as may appear. 


One member of the committee will act 


as "floor" manager for Mr. Taft and one 
.'for Colonel Roosevelt; They will man- 
age the parliamentary moves for each 
candidate. I do not know who these men
